Dear  Sir: 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  April  19 >  I  wish  to  say  I  have  not  been  able  to 
contact  the  Kennedy  descendant  here  until  this  morining.  She  says  she  does 
not  know  anything  about  her  ancestors,  but  she  remembers  to  have  seen  some¬ 
thing  about  a  Daniel  Kennedy  in  Ramsay’s  Annals  of  Tennessee  History. 

I’m  sure  all  hostories  of  early  Tennessee  have  something  to  say  about  him. 

I  found  a  footnote  in  our  city  library  last  week  saying  a  sketch  of  Daniel 
Kennedy  could  be  found  in  Samuel  Cole  Williams’  History  of  the  State  of 
Franklin  (covering  years  1784- 1788  about)  If  you  do  not  find  the  book  I 
will  try  to  look  it  up  the  next  time  I  go  to  the  State  Library  in  Nashville. 

I  have  found  something,  however,  in  my  personal  files  that  might  give  you  a 
lead.  It  is  in  a  book  I  have  -  "Counties  of  Tennesee"  -  I  shall  quote:  "Greene 
County  Tennesee  was  created  by  the  State  of  N.C.  from  a  part  of  Washington  Co. 
in  1783*  Settlements  were  begun  in  1778,  or  earlier.  Among  the  early  settlers 
was  Daniel  Kennedy,  who  with  others  were  interested  in  founding  the  Methodist 
Church  -  named "Ebanezer"  It  was  located  on  the  Nolliehucky  River"  ------ 

Re/Washington  County  -  Erected  by  the  General  Assembly  of  N.C.  in  Nov.  1777* 

It  was  formed  from  Washington  district  which  had  been  aetached  from  Wilkes  and 
Burke  Counties,  N.D.  and  included  all  the  present  state  of  Tennesee.  From  it 
all  the  other  Counties  of  Tennessee  have  been  carved."  Tennessee  was  admitted 
as  a  State  in  1796. 

I  gather  from  your  letter  that  you  do  not  know  the  parents  of  Thomas  Kennedy  - 
whether  he  is  a  son  of  Daniel,  the  County  Court  Clerk  of  Green  Co.,  in  1800. 

I  sincerely  hope  I  have  given  you  a  lead  and  that  you  may  be  able  to  trace  your 
records .

Daniel  Kennedy  carae  to  Greene  County,  Tenn.  in  1779  and  located  on  the 
river,  four  miles  east  of  Greenville,  at  the  mouth  of  Holly  Creek. 

He  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  pioneers  of  the  State  and  deserves  to 
rank  with  Sevier,  Shelby  and  Cocke.  He  was  an  ardent  supporter  of  the 
State  of  Franklin  and  Was  a  Brigadier  General  of  the  State  of  Franklin. 

Note  -  Greene  and  Washington  Counties  were  at  one  time  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  -  H.  K.  Owen.

DANIEL  KENNEDY  III  born  in  North  Carolina  in  1750,  later 
moved  to  Qreeneville,  Tennesse  where  he  operated  an  iron 
foundry. 

Was  a  hero  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  serving  with  Col.  John 
Seveir  and  was  a  hero  at  King's  Mountain. 

Died  in  1808  without  a  will  in  Greene  County  Tennesse  of 
blood  poison  from  an  injury  to  one  of  his  hands  at  the  foundry. 

He  married  his  cousin  MARGARET  KENNEDY  HUGHES  in  1774.  She 
died  in  Rhea  County,  Tennessee,  in  1816  and  her  will  was  pro¬ 
bated  in  1817  and  gives  names  of  their  eleven  children  as 
follow si

Now  as  to  the  Gillis -Kennedy  lines •  I  have  found  in  the  American  Historical 
Magazine,  which  deals  largely  with  Tenn.  data,  abstracts  of  the  first  data 
of  Washington  Co • ,  Tenn.,  beginning  around  1778;I  paged  through  this  data  as 
there  was  no  index  but  did  not  find  special  data  of  value  to  you,  that  is  any 
too  revealing;  this  data  was  in  Vols.  5  and  6*  In  Vol.  6,  p.  84,  I  found  a 
Daniel  Kennedy  was  one  of  throe  securities  in  the  administration  of  the  estate 
of  John  Lyle  (involved  200,000  pounds)— Aug.  term,  1781;  on  page  87,  mention 
of  a  Samuel  Kenedy  testifying  in  connection  with  a  deed  of  land  on  Sinking 
Creek;  there  were  other  references  to  Daniel  Kennedy — he  was  seemingly  a 
prominent  man— called  E3q.— was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace.  Now  I  have  also  found 
in  the  State  papers  of  N.C. ,  a  number  of  references  to  Daniel  Kennedy— Vol .22,

I  ran  across  a  notation  that  a  Robert  Gillis  of  Cross  Creek,  Surry  County 
mentioned  in  Cal.  Records  of  N.C.,  Page  61*3  >  Vol.  10.  Suggest  you  check 
Washington  County,  Tenn.  before  1?33  as  after  that  date  Greene  County  was 
formed  and  we  may  find  something. 


Also  note  that  in  the  marriage  record  of  Thomas  Kennedy  and  Grizzel  Gillis 
in  1800,  Greene  County,  Daniel  Kennedy  was  Clerk  of  the  Court  and  I  understand 
he  was  a  prominent  general  or  other  high  officer. 


Also  note  that  another  Kennedy  was  a  witness  to  the  wedding. 


Seems  as  though  this  would  indicate  a  group  of  Kennedys  were  in  this  locality. 

If  we  can  find  out  where  a  prominent  person  like  Daniel  Kennedy  £ame  from  we 
might  find  that  the  others  were  his  relatives  and  search  at  their  previous  place 
of  residence.

Have  we  tried  for  all  Thomas  Kennedy s  from  Tenn¬ 


essee  for  the  War  of  1812~-pension  and/or  bounty  land  claims?  The 
birthdate  of  Thomas  on  that  one  paper  is  shown  as  May  13,1779  and  if 
yours  had  a  pension  or  bounty  land  claim, we  could  get  his  age  which 
might  help  prove  or  disprove  the  case.

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  concerning  the  Rutherford -Kennedy 
families  of  this  County,  I  wish  to  say  that,  as  a  fellow- 
member  of  the  Institute  of  Amer.  Genealogy,  I  am  sending 
you,  without  charges,  several  names  taken  from  our  "Census 
of  1820  (1st  Census)  of  Franklin  Co."  Ity  husband  and  I 
have  been  compiling  records  of  this  County  for  many  years. 
This  County  was  erected  in  1807 ,  but  we  do  not  find  the 
names  you  mention  in  any  of  the  early  records  of  the 
County  (of  the  records  we  have  compiled)  before  the  1820 
Census.  They  must  have  located  here  shortly  before  that 
date.  It  is  our  opinion  that  members  of  these  famnJ-ies 
have  lived  in  the  County  continuously  since  that  time.

My  Dear  Mr.  Rutherford: 

You  will  find  enclosed  a  part  of  the  records  I  have  found  in  the 
Court  House  here.  I  sincerely  hope  they  will  prove  interesting 
to  you. 

I  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  the  notebook  in  which  I  had  copied 
the  Deeds  to  the  farms  both  John  A  Rutherford  and  Thomas  Kennedy 
had  recorded,  I  will  copy  them  again  and  mail  them  to  you  in  a 
day  or  two. 

I  found  the  name  of  John  A  Rutherford  only  three  times  in  the 
Index  to  Deeds,  but  there  are  many  transfers  of  land  to  a  long 
list  of  Kennedys  who  have  lived  in  this  County  through  all  the 
years.  I  recall  you  said  John  A  Rutherford  emigrated  to  Texas  in 
1835*  I’m  sure  that  explains  why  there  are  so  few  records  in  his 
name.  Unfortunately  there  are  no  marriage  records  on  file  before 
1838.  There  is  nothing  of  interest  in  them  to  you. 

You  will  note  the  name  of  Kennedy  is  spelled  various  ways;  3t> 
many,  in  fact,  I  can’t  enumerate  all  of  them  here  -  in  most  every 
instance  two  or  three  ways  in  one  record.  This  being  the  case 
it  is  extremely  hard  to  distinguish  between  them,  but  I'm  sure 
there  will  be  no  mistake  in  your  mind  of  the  Will  of  Thomas  Kenedy 
because  of  the  name  of  wife,  Grizzell  and  daughter  Jane  and  J.  A. 
Rutherford  as  bondsman. 

No  doubt  you  are  familiar  with  the  fact  that  the  early  scribes 
had  little  regard  for  the  correct  spelling  of  sur  names  (and 
given  names)  but  rather  recorded  them  by  sound.  You  will  also 
recall  they  used  no  punctuations  in  any  records,  thus  making  it 
hard  to  copy  them  as  well  as  decipher  them.  I  have  tried  to  make 
an  exact  copy  of  all  I  am  sending  you  -  spelling  included  -  with 
but  one  exception,  the  word  assigns  having  been  "af signs”  in 
every  instance  -  the  old  way  of  writing  ”ss”  or  something. 

It  may  interest  you  to  know  the  Kenedy  Will  was  copied  from  one 
of  the  oldest  books  on  record  -  so  old  it  was  hard  to  handle. 

I  find  in  my  Compendium  Vol.  V  -  p.  141  descendants  (D.G.Cravens) 
of  Archibald  Ruthrrford^ir":us'  If  he  is  your  ancestor  you  will 
find  he  came  to  Term,  in  1805,  from  Goochland  Co.,  Va.  The 
Samuel  Morton  Rutherford  b.1797  could  be  brother  of  your  John  A.

Many  of  the  early  families  had  one  or  more  members  to  hold 
lands^till  disputed  but  given  by  treaty  to  North  Carolina.  Colonel 
Daniel  Kennedy  had  three  sons  killed  by  the  Indians;  a  fourth  taken 
captive  was  adopted  into  the  tribe  and  married  a  Cherokee. 


Note.  Mr.  Rutherford,  several  have  entered  D.A.R.  on  Dsjnlel  Kennedy 
(1742-1802)^1  who  married  Margaret  Hughes  (1752-1800).  I  think  Margaret 
Hughes ■ was  daughter  of  Francis  Hughes,  given  in- the  list  of  residents 
on  Tax  Lists  of  1783.

I  tried  at  the  court  house  yesterday  and  today  to  see 
whether  I  could  determine  whether  Thomas  Kennedy,  son  of  Daniel 
married  the  Gillis  or  Penny  girl.  The  only  thing  I»ve  found 
is  that  they  lived  next  door  neighbors  which  is  a  pretty  good 
indication  that  Thomas  Kennedy  did  marry  the  Gillis  girl.  Of 
course,  it  is  possible  he  married  both.  The  Penny(Lenny)  girl 
might  have  died  or  else  they  many  not  have  married  at  all. 

These  are  bonds,  you  knovf  and  for  the  most  part  there  is  no 
indication  as  to  whether  the  wedding  took  place  or  not.  My 
research  today  was  mostly  on  the  Gillis  deeds.  I  found  only 
three  Gillis  deeds.  A  great  many  of  our  deeds  arein  Kenston, 

N.C.  as  that  is  where  they  haa  to  go  to  register  their  deeds 
ana  a  great  many  are  not  even  in  Greene  Co.  Notice  that  Thomas 
Gillis  bought  only  100  acres  yet  he  sold  420.  That  is,  the  court 
sold  it.  At  any  rate,  Thomas  Gillis  moved  nexed  to  Daniel 
Kennedy  about  the  first  o i  January  1*797  and  Aj^r  26,  1800  Thomas 
married  Grizey  Gillis.

I  hope  I  find  this  connection  so we  time.  There  are  so 
many  of  our  old  minute  books  that  have  no  index.  I  an.  go.:ng 
through  these  taking  out  every  item  which  shows  relationship  and 
making  an  index  of  these  items  for  myself.  This  will  help  me 
greatly  when  I  finish.  I  have  done  this  for  ail  books  from 
178b  to  1810.  There  is  especially  a  period  between  1817  and 
1828  when  there  are  no  inventories  and  no  'wills  except  a  few 
wills  which  the  WPA  found  ana  placed  in  a  book.  I  know  there 
are  wills  missing  though  for  1  have  found  deeds  of  this  period 
mentioning  the  executor  selling  land  and  there  was  no  will.

a  part  of  Washington  Co.  - Settlements  were  begun  in  1778  or  earlier. 

Some  of  the  early  settlers  were;  Anthony  Moore, Daniel  Kennedy  and  Henry 
Earnest  who  were  greatly  interested  in  the  establishment  of  the  Methodist 
Church  named  Ebeneezer,  the  first  of  the  sect  (said  to  be)  in  the  State. 

The  Court  of  Pleas  &  Quarter  Sessions  was  organized  on  the  1st  Mon- 
day  in  August,  1783. -  Ebeneezer  Church  was  on  Nollachucky  River.
